Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner was contacted to discuss the merits of the application. 
Mr. Tangren and Mr. Woodbury refer to Fig. 1 for depiction of the invention as claimed and indicated that it included a 
sealed sterilization enclosure with means to provide a continuous gas flow circulation with a carrier gas, hydrogen 
peroxide and water vapor. The hydrogen peroxide is condensed in a thin film on items to be sterilized and maintain 
there for a period of time. Saturation of the hydrogen peroxide to a specific temperature is critical to achieving the thin 
film. They argued that Cummings is not a circulatory system and that Cummings is sterilizing with two diverse 
temperatures. They pointed to Fig. 2 of Cummings as misleadingly appearing to show a continuously circulating 
system. They further pointed to column 5, line 41 and column 4, line 59, as teaching away from continuous flow. Mr. 
Tangren and Mr. Woodbury indicated that they would be amending claim 13 with the addition of "continually" before 
"circulating" to differentiate from Cummings. The examiner indicated that she would fully consider such an amendment 
when it was filed. No determination of patentability was reached at this time . 
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
